All the bulbs we offer, even in the smaller sizes, are good flowering bulbs. 
Similar stock was delivered by us to many customers last year and performed 
very well. For forcing we recommend that the 11 ctm and the 11% ctm 
bulbs be used, while for outdoor planting the smaller sizes should be entirely 


satisfactory. 


The available quantities, especially in some varieties, are naturally limited 
sO we urge our customers to send their orders early and to name their second 


choice in case the desired varieties are no longer available.

Anemones and Ranunculus 


Each year sees these two subjects become more prominent and flower shops all over the 
Country are featuring them regularly throughout their season. 

The accepted method for growing them is to soak the bulbs in tepid water for two hours and 
to plant them in regular bulb flats which should be placed in full light. The temperature control 
is important and the houses should be kept cool and well ventilated. Also very successfully grown 
in cold frames where they must be planted in late Fall and covered with dry mulching and sash
